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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most neariy connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of canrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-10, 21, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The specification fails to disclose 
the inner periphery along the first inclined surface having a first minimum distance 
across the opening, the outer periphery inclining along the second inclined surface 
having a second minimum distance across the striking plate, the second minimum 
distance being greater than the first minimum, or an assemble tolerance provided 
between the first inclined surface of the body and the second inclined suitace of the 
striking plate due to the second minimum distance of the striking plate being greater 
than the first minimum distance of the opening. With respect to the disclosure of an 
"assembly tolerance" Applicant's specification at page 8, lines 16-21 only refers to an 
assembly tolerance as it relates to "the height of the inclined perimeter surface of the 
body being greater than the thickness of the striking plate. There is no mention in 
anywhere in the disclosure that Applicant had possession of the added limitations newly

presented in claim 1 as it relates to "assemble tolerance". Appropriate correction is 
required. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or nnore claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-10, 21, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the Invention. In claim 1 . lines 12-14, it is unclear as to 
what is meant by "assemble tolerance provided between the first inclined surface of the 
body and the second inclined surface of the striking plate due to the second minimum 
distance of the striking plate being greater than the first minimum distance of the 
opening". In claim 21 . lines 1-2, it is unclear as to how it is unclear as to how "the first 
inclined surface is located in the second inclined surface of the opening". Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-10, 21 , and 22 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
